This land was 
given a thorough flat breaking 
on March 25, one of the coldest 
days of the year, according to

j froze while working but 
stayed 
on the job until finished. A week 
later the two acres were thor­ 
oughly cut and 
pulverized with 
a disc. Then on April 27th the 
land was given its final working 
and the maize planted, using the 
best seed obtainable. 


This maize grew fast and was 
plowed on May 
10th and later 
the 
middles were run and 
the 
last week in August it was ready 
and

Stung Ly Lis taunt, Jesus’ accusers hesitated when he tola 
them Ly what authority he h ; 1 driven the money-ehangers l u in 
the Temple, and in their moment of hesitation were lost. Ine 
soldiers turned their 1 acks; it was nothing that they cared about. 
But the crowd burst forth in a mighty cheer and 
rushing forward bore him out of the Temple, the 
priests and the money-changers scurrying liofore 
him. T hat night his action was the talk of the 
town. 
It is a very familiar story, much preached 
upon and pictured. But almost invariably the pic- 
Pir< » show L -.us with a halo around his head, as 
though that vi as the explanation of his triumph. 
The truth C so much simpler and more impressive. 
'1 here was, in his eyes, a flaming moral purpose; 
and greed and oppression have always shriveled 
before such fire. 
. 
But with the majesty of Jesus’ glance there was something 
c Im: which counted powerfully in his favor. As his right arm rose 
an'1 fell, striking it*, blows with that little whip, tVv* sleeve dropped 
back t. reveal muscles hard as iron. No one wh^ watched him in 
action had any doubt that he was fully capable of taking care of 
him; elf.

The practise of carpentry was no easy 
business in those simpler days. Doubtless the man who took a 
contract for a house assumed responsibilities for digging into the 
rough hillside for its foundations; for felling trees in the forest, 
and shaping them with an adze. 
In after years those who listened to the talk of Jesus by the Sea 
of Galilee, and heard him speak of the “ man who built his house 
upon a rock’’ had no doubt that he knew what he was talking 
about. Some of them had seen him bending his strong clean 
shoulders to deliver heavy blows.
